“HOW THE PRINCE IMPERIAL 
DIBD. 


In the Century Mr Archibald Forbes 
describes with his customary vivid 
@taphicality how the Prince Imperial 
died in Zululand. Mr. Forbes tells 
how the Prince after vainly trying to 
mount his horse, ran by his side trying 
to bestride him as he galloped, but in 
vain. Lecocq, a trooper, who had 
Bucceedad in getting into his saddle, 
€ ' called to the Prince, “Depechez-vous, 

s'il vous plait, Monseignear!” The 

Prince, says‘Mr. Forbes, made no reply 
and was left alone to his fate. His 

horse strained after that of Lococq, 
: who then saw the doomed Prince hold- 
ing his stirrup leather with one hand 
grasping raigns and pommel with the 
other, and trying to mount on the run. 
No doubt he made one desperate effort 
trusting to the strength of his grasp on 
the band of leather crossing the pom- 
mel from holster to holster. The band 
tore under the strain, I inspected it 
next day, and found it no leather at 
all, but paper faced—so that the 
Prince's fate really was attributable to 
ghoddy ssddlery. Lecocq saw the 
Prince fall backward, and his horse 
tread on him and then gallop away. 
Accordir.g to him, the Prince regained 
bis fect and ran at fall speed toward 
the dongo on the track of the retreating 
party. When, for the last time Lecocg 
turned round in his saddle, he caw

The Edmonton Bulletin to hand con- 
tains a graphic and intensely interest- 
ing account of Mr. S. D. Mulkins’ trip 
both ways over this route from Edmon- 
ton to Fort Resolution which has just 
been performed, and although Mr. 
Mulkins pays little attention to ad- 
venture for adventure’s sake or science 
for science’s sake, being a typical 
northern trader, yet he is a close ob- 
server and has a habit of making 
mental record of what he sees. He 
left Edmonton on the 11th May, 1892. 
In company with two casual compan- 
ions who were bound for the Roman 
Catholic missions on the Mackenzie 
and the trading post on the Pelican 
river, he started from Lac la Bichs 
on June 3, floating all night. Portag- 
ing at the Grand Rapids occupied 
three days, and on June 9th the boats 
were. rurining down below the Grand 
Rapids where the gas frem the bottom 
of the river bubbles on the surface of 
the water, and where a stick thurst 
into the mud will release a flow of gas 
at any time that may be lighted with a 
match. Thence onward to Fort! Mc- 
Murray the travellers ran a succession 
of rapids at one ot which their boats 
had to be lightend to let them pase 
over, From Fort McMurry to Lake 
Athabasca the water is sluggish and 
petroleum tar is found all along the 
river. At Lake Athabasca Mr Mul- 
kis describes the waters of the Peace 
and Athabasca rivers as joining the 
lake together by numerous entangled 
mouths in and out among which the 
water flows indifferently, sometimes the 
opposing current sharing the same bed 
and what is up stream one day may be 
down stream the next. On the 17th 
they started for the head of the rapids 
on the Great Slave river. This journey 
consumed two days, but it took three 
and a half days to pass the rapids, short 
portages being necessary. A crew of 
sixteen men was hired for the purpose. 
The total fall in the fourteen miles of 
these rapids is eaid to be 300 feet. 
Fort Resolution on the Great Slave 
lake was reached on July 5. This eta- 
tion is on the,south shore of the Iake, 
the English and Roman Catholic 
church missions sharing the place 
among them with the buildings of the 
Hudson Bay post.

Any person may explore vacant Dominion 
Lands not appropriated or reserved by Gov- 
ernment for other purposes, and may search 
therein, either by surface or subterranean 
prospecting, for mineral deposits, with a 
view to obtaining a mining location for the 
same, but no mining location shall be grant- 
ed until actual discovery has been made of 
the vein, lode, or deposit of mineral op 
metal within the linsits of the location of 
claim. 

A location for mining, except for Iron or 
Petroleum, shall not be more than 1,500 fect 
in length, nor more than 600 tee: in breadth. 
A location for mining Iron or Petroleum 
shall not exceed 160 acres iu area. 

i On discovering a mineral deposit any per- 

son may obtain a mining location, upon mark 
| ing ont his location on the ground in aceord- 
tance with the regulations on that behalt, 
and filing with the Avent of the Dominion 
Land for the district, within sixty days from 
discovery, an affidavit in ferm prescribed Ly 
Mining Regulations, and paying at the san 
time an offi f five dollars, which will 
entitic the person so recording his claim to 
enter into possession of the location applied 
for. 

At any time before the expiration of five 
Years from the « >< ; 
tne claimant may, upor 
Local agent that he has ex; 
actual mining operations on the claim, by 
P sying to the Local Agent therofer per 
acre, cash, and a farther sua of fifty dollars 
to cover the cost of survey, obtain a patent 
for said clahn, as provided ia the said Min- 
ing Regalations.

AH even-numlered sections of Dominion 
Lands in Manitoba or the North-West Terri 
tories, except Sand 26, "which lave been 
homesteaded, reserved te provide wood lotsa 
fer settlers, or other purposes,nay be hen e- 
steaded by any person who is sole head of a 
fa:nily, of mole over eighteeu years of age, 
to the extent of onc quarter section of 169 
acres, more or less. 


ENTRY. 


Entry may be madepersonaliy at the loca! 
laud office in which the land to be taken is 
situate, or if the heomesteader desires, be 
thay, on application to the Ministe> ef the 
Interior, UOttawa,er the Commissionet of 
Dominion Lands, Winuiper, receive ftithor- 
ity for some one to make entry for fim. A 
fee of SIDis charged for an ordinary home- 
stead entry ; but for tands which have been 
occupied an additional fee of $10 is chnrge- 
able to meet inspection and cancellation exe

HOMESTEAD DUTIES. 


Under the present law homestead duties 
may he performed in three ways, ‘spd on 


.| Making application fer entry the’ settler 


must declare under which of the fellowing 
conditions he elects to hold his land :—~ 


1. Three years’ cultivation and residence 
during which period the settler may not be 
absent for more than six months in any ove 
year without forfeiting the entry. 


- 2. Residence for two years anil nine montive 
anywhere within two miles of the homestead 
quarter section, and afterwards actual resid- 
ence in a habitable house upon the homestead 
for three months next prior to appheation 
for patent. Under this system 10 acres minet 
he broken the first year after entry, 15 ad- 
ditional in the sevond, and 15 in the third 
year; 10 acresto be in crop the second year 
gud 25 acres the third year. 


3. The five years’ system under which e 
settler may reside anywhere for the first two 
yeare (but must ect his entry by com- 
mencing cultivation within af months after 
the date thereof) breaking fire acres the 
first year, cropping those 5 acrea aud break- 
ing LO acres additional the second year, and 
also building a habitable house hefore the 
end of the second year. The scttler must 
commer.ce actual residence on the homestead 
at the expiration of two years trom the date 
of entry, and thereafter reside upon and cul- 
tivate his homestead for at lenst six mouthe 
in each of the three next succesting yeare, 


APPLICATION FOR PATENT 


may Le made befors the local agent, or any 
homestead inspector. Before makiug appit- 
@ation for Patent the settler must giro six 
months’ notice in writing to the Commis- 
sioner of "\ ~io'-~ Fe-deof his intention to 
do go. Wars, + wcuee of the settles 
application for patent is made before a home- 
stead inspector, a fee of $5 ix chargeable.
